They treat us boys pretty good' since 
we got out of the hospital. . We do 
not have to drill but -one hour a day 
now I don’t know if any of the 
^’ocahontas boys died here nr not for 
I cannot get out to see I w ant to 
get out and *>ee if I Can find any of 
them as m*oii a- I can. I have l**eii 
off duty for three Aeek* ami don't 
kntfw when they will *«iid me ha* k 
lo my company as they are out *»n 
the range It is getting pretty cool 
up here no# 

It is *up|«er time fiere in*w and you 
ought to see them going In I w ill 
cloee for this time Hoping this will 
rind evervone well as yours with 
Uncle Sam.
